the best interests of tho vasl majority of the people of all countries," as destroyiuK "matcriar 
and spiritual values built up through generations of progress," and as betraying "the creative | 
aspirations of youth," tho youthful delegates rcpreHehting Dalhousle, Toronto, Queens, Maniloim, 
Macdonald, Hishops and the University . of Montreal, as well as French and English High 
Schools in tlie Province of Qucljcc, established J National Student Peace Movement to mobil- 
ize student and public opinion in an effective strliggle for peace.

Dr. Klebuhr. profp.'îSvT o.' Applied 
ChrLsuarjt.v at rnion Tîieological Sem- 
inarj', New York City, delivered the 
openlnc address of the Convention on 
"Our World." Comparing current 
diplomatic relations with e<angland ac- 
tivities, the noted outhor and lecturer 
deplored what he described as the 
"doj-eat-dog" economic sj^stem in tiie 
■world. Europe Today is in a state of 
equilibrium, he .stated, *'^^1leneve^ 
you liavc equilibnum you have tense- 
ness. If you cannot apply oil sanctions 
you canno; have a posllior. of ooUec- 
tivf. security. ^'3 poUtl(^ mwc is 
'wrlii the risk of 'R'àE.l'^ 

Result or fTar 
The only pood result ol' the war. 
'iebuhr said, ■v.-as the I«ague of Na- 
cion£, that is, France and Britain plus 
the smaller nations. Later, m a dis- 
cussion in the peace seminar, he stated 
that nctory for Mussolini in Ethiopia 
would act as s. stimulant lo Hitler, 
■who hat «usco\'cred the Kaisar i mis- 
'Hit in attacking all nations ai once. 
He forecasted a united Faacist ViCtor}^ 
if Hitler trete to attack Russia from 
«ne side andVJapan attack it from the 
titner, and there is a strong possibility 
of this happening •within the next ten 
or fifteen years. 

DiscosMt American Attitade 
In 7cp)y 10 a qucôtio.i, Kiebuhr sa»Q 
fne ■war it a proper instrument of the 
league oî Nations if truly interna- 
tional, orderly and constructive. In case 
of ■war in Europe, the American people 
-would have four attitudes toward it; 
1, Some would say that the United 
Htatei should and muat enter. 2. OLh- 
ora ■v^'ouid bay. "A European v.-ar is 
tionc ol our business, let £ stay out of 
It." 3. Still others would support the 
league of Nations, believing it to be 
on the right track. 4. Knally. there j 
would be those ■R-ho say, "The league | 
might direct sanctions, and the U.S.

CongreiB, Toronto^ Dee. 30th and 31 »l. 

We studenlaVpàthéfè'd here together from all parts of Canada, 
realizing the' Imminence of a -new world war ttnless fueru effort 
in exerted lo prevent it, have determined lo organize our forces in 
a united stand for peace, IVc declare that u>e consider wnr lo be 
against the best interests of the vast majority of the people of all 
countries. Inasmuch as war destroys material and spiritual vn!uc.< 
built up through, generations., of progress, and destroys the crea- 
tive aspirations of ■ youth, it must be opposed. Therefore: 

(1) This Congress resolves to use ils best efforts to pool the 
forces of the groups which il represents in an elfeclivc investi- 
galion and publicizalion of the causes of movements leading lu 
war, •
